AQUILEGIA  (Columbine).  When  once  a  gar¬ 
dener  has  acquired  this 
beautiful  herbaceous  p  er- 
ennial  he  will  not  be  with¬ 
out  it.  The  plants  are  gener¬ 
ally  hardy,  like  moist,  well- 
dr  ained  soil  and  partial 
shade,  and  require  very  lit¬ 
tle  attention.  The  colors 
range  from  pure  white  to 
rich  red;  from  delicate  lav¬ 
ender  to  royal  purple;  and 
from  cream  to  golden  yel¬ 
low.  All  are  easily  grown 
from  seed,  and  the  plants  will  soon  form  latge,  hand¬ 
some  clumps,  waving  their  graceful,  nodding  blooms 
in  profusion  during  late  spring  and  early  summer. 

DELPHINIUM.  The  new  hybrid  varieties  of  per¬ 
ennial  Larkspur  are  among 
the  finest  of  garden  flow¬ 
ers.  The  plants  will  grow 
six  feet  or  more  in  height 
and  display  immense 
spikes  of  charming  blue 
flowers  in  many  shades. 

Every  garden  should  con¬ 
tain  a  clump  of  these. 

They  enhance  the  beauty  of 
the  garden  and  are  exqui¬ 
site  to  mix  with  pink  Glad¬ 
ioli  for  house  decoration. 

DIGITALIS,  The  Shirley.  This  splendid  Fox¬ 
glove  is  a  hardy  biennial 
easily  raised  from  seeds.

Williams,  and  Wallflowers. 

Edgings:  Armeria,  Thrift,  Alyssum  Saxatile  Com- 
pactum,  Aubrietia,  Anthemis  Macedonica,  Calam- 
intha  Alpina,  Cerastium  Biebersteini,  Gentiana 
Acaulis,  Iberis  Sempervirens,  Prunella  Grandiflora, 
Silene  Schafta,  Spergula  Pilifera  Aurea,  Stellaria 
Graminea  Aurea,  and  Veronica  Amethystina.

AGERATUM  Blue  Perfection.  One  of  the  best 

summer-flowering 
plants  grown  from 
seeds  is  the  im¬ 
proved  dwarf  form 
of  Ageratum  Blue 
Perfection.

The  bitter  box  or  small 
Gourds  do  not  need  a  trel¬ 
lis  as  they  trail  over  the 
ground.  The  little  fruits  in 
many  shapes,  colors  and 
markings  are  valuable  as 
children's  toys,  darning 
knobs,  and  when  waxed 
or  shellacked  a  basket 
filled  with  the  various 
kinds  is  interesting  for  ta¬ 
ble  decoration.  The  large 
or  Lagenaria  Gourds  in¬ 
clude  many  varieties  of 
hard-shell  fruits  of  various  shapes  and  sizes.  The 
plants  grow  10  to  20  feet  high,  and  are  useful  for 
covering  a  trellis  or  summer-house.  These  gourds 
may  be  converted  into  many  useful  as  well  as  orna¬ 
mental  objects.  They  should  be  gathered  as  soon  as 
matured  but  not  dried  out;  cut  a  small  hole  and  re¬ 
move  the  core.  Gourds  handled  in  this  way  dry  hard 
and  are  light  and  durable.  Bird  houses,  water  jugs, 
hanging  baskets  and  dippers  are  very  popular  uses 
for  gourds  while  with  the  aid  of  a  little  paint  beauti¬ 
ful  jardinieres,  nut  baskets,  candy  boxes  and  vases 
may  be  artistically  made.

Momordica  is  a  genus  of  annual 
or  climbing  herb  belonging  to  the  natural 
order  Gucurbitaceae.  There  are  upwards 
of  thirty  species  mostly  natives  of  Africa.

in  flavor  and  attractiveness  of  the  daily  menu;  having  been  almost  forgotten,  is  again  coming  into  pop¬ 
ularity,  Today,  no  garden  should  be  complete  without  a  spot  set  aside  for  both  the  annual  and 
perennial  herbs.  Only  a  few  perennial  plants  of  a  kind  are  necessary.  The  annuals  should  be  placed 
nearby,  but  in  a  different  bed.  Room  should  be  left  for  easy  access  in  cultivating  and  gathering. 

Many  and  varied  are  the  uses  of  herbs:  the  tastes  of  the  family  may  be  educated  into  liking  the 
delightful  variations  in  soups,  tomato  dishes,  sandwiches,  meats  and  summer  drinks;  the  appetite  may 
be  stimulated  by  the  artistic  touch  given  in  the  use  of  sprays  of  parsley  and  asparagus,  the  flowers  of 
Nasturtiums  and  borage  and  other  ingenuous  arrangements.

Handsome  as  a 
pot  plant,  fragrant.  Used  as  a  flavoring  in  soups. 

BORAGE,  t,  2  ft.  Flowers  blue,  panicled,  drooping; 
leaves  used  for  flavoring,  bee  plant. 

BURNET,  t,  2  ft.  Leaves  are  sometimes  used  in 
soups,  and  with  Borage  in  cool  drinks  and  salads. 

CARAWAY,  §,  1  ft.  White  umbels,  fragrant  seeds; 
used  for  ffavoring  breads,  meats,  liquors. 

CATNIP,  t,  3  ft  Tea  from  leaves  aids  in  digestion; 
useful  in  flatulency  and  upset  stomach. 

CHAMMOMILE  (Anthemis  Nobilis)  t,  1  ft.  Flowers 
are  used  in  making  a  tonic  that  is  useful  in  abat¬ 
ing  fever  as  well  as  correcting  stomach  disorders* 

CLARY  (Salvia  Sclarea)  §,  2  ft.  Leaves  are  some¬ 
times  used  in  flavoring  soups. 

CORIANDER,  *.  White,  seeds  used  for  confectionery 
purposes;  young  leaves  used  in  soups  or  salads. 

CUMIN,  *,  Gin.  Rosy-white  flowers,  seeds  to  flavor. 

DANDELION,  Thick-leaved.  Prolific,  very  desirable. 

Improved  Broad-leaved.  Larger  leaves  and  larger 
flowers,  early,  fine  winter  salad  when  forced. 

DILL,  Anethum,  §,  2  ft.  Yellowish  umbels;  leaves 
used  for  pickles  and  flavoring  sauces. 

ELECAMPANE,  t,  3  ft.  Golden  bloom,  tea  made 
from  the  roots  used  in  bronchial  troubles. 

FENNEL,  §,  4  ft.  Leaves  flavor  fish  sauces  and  are 
used  for  garnishing.  The  stalks  are  edible  and 
the  seeds  are  also  used  for  flavoring. 

HOREHOUND,  J,  2  ft.  Leaves  and  tops  steeped  in 


boiling  water  make  a  splendid  cough  remedy. 

HYSSOP,  J,  2  ft.  A  pretty  flowering  plant,  blooming 
throughout  the  summer.  The  leaves  and  tops  made 
into  a  tea  are  beneficial  used  as  an  expectorant. 

LAVENDER,  J,  2  ft.  Flowers  lilac-blue,  in  spiked 
whorls  are  delightfully  fragrant  when  dried  and 
are  used  in  sachets  for  linens. 

LIQUORICE,  t,  4  ft.  Flowers  pale  blue  in  spikes; 
roots  used  in  flavorings  and  as  medicine. 

LOVAGE,  t,  1  ft.  Tall,  sweet  aromatic  herb  with 
many  flowered  yellow  umbels.  Gentle  stimulant. 

MAJORAM,  Sweet,  *,  2  ft.  Flowers  purple,  in  spikes. 

Pot,  J,  2  ft.  Flowers  purple  in  panicles;  branches 
used  for  culinary  purposes.  Both  species  are 
grown  for  their  aromatic  leaves  when  dried  or 
green,  for  flavoring  and  other  culinary  purposes. 

PENNYROYAL  European,  t,  1ft.  (Flea-bane.)  Flow¬ 
ers  purple  in  whorls. 

ROSEMARY,  3  ft.  Hardy  evergreen  shrub.  Flowers 
pale  blue  in  spikes;  used  to  relieve  headaches. 

SAGE,  Broad-leaf,  1  ft.  Sub-shrub.  Flowers  blue  in 
whorls,  profuse.  Used  for  seasoning  meats,  etc. 

SAVORY,  Summer,  *,  18  in.  Cultivated  for  its  aro¬ 
matic  tops  which  are  used  in  seasoning  and  fla¬ 
voring.  It  adds  a  zest  to  an  omelette  or  a  sauce . 

Winter,  1  ft.  Dwarf  hardy  evergreen.  Lilac  flowers, 
grown  for  the  same  purpose  as  Summer  Savory. 

TANSY  Macrophyllum,  %,  4  ft.  Dense  yellow  flow¬ 
ers;  leaves  used  as  a  garnish. 

TARRAGON,  J,  2  ft.  Aromatic  leaves  used  in  sea¬ 
soning  salads,  and  in  making  Tarragon  vinegar. 

THYME  French,  t,  6  in.  Often  used  as  an  edging. 
Flowers  lilac  in  dense  clusters. 

Winter,  Broad  leaf,  English  or  German.  Used  for 
flavoring  soups,  stews  and  gravies. 

WORMWOOD,  Absinthum,  1  ft.  Very  bitter,  tea  of 
the  leaves  used  as  a  vermifuge  for  children. 


NOTE.  These  three  specialties  have  been  secured  at  considerable  expense.  The  seeds  are  small  and 
the  packets  will  not  be  large,  but  there  will  be  enough  for  any  Alpine  garden  needs. 


CHORIZANTHE  Palmeri  (Turkish  Rugging) .

I  ©ffer  new  seeds  of  all  of  the  following  Trees  and  Shrubs,  but  I  will  say,  right  here, 
that  many  kinds  of  Tree  and  Shrub  seeds  are  tardy  in  starting.  Some  are  nuts  and  need  to  be  filed  before 
planting;  others  have  impervious  covering  which  retards  germination.  All  should  be  sown  in  a  retired  bed 
which  will  not  be  disturbed  for  two  or  three  years.  Some  will  start  in  a  reasonable  time,  and  these  can  be 
removed.  Germination,  however,  is  variable  and  always  more  or  less  tardy. 


ACACIA  Julibrissln,  Albizzla,  30fl.  A  hardy  legum¬ 
inous  tree  bearing  paniculate  heads  of  white  firs; 
has  beautiful  pinnate  foliage,  very  handsome. 

ACER  PsGudo-pIatanus  Rubrum,  50ft.  Leaves  Syca¬ 
more-like,  purple  beneath,  the  breeze  giving  a 
variable  appearance;  a  rare  handsome  Maple.

Spider.  These  are  kept  from  appearing  by  mulching  with  tobacco  stems  just  after  the  plants  | 
are  set.  If  this  is  neglected  and  such  pests  appear,  spray  plants  with  pyrethrum-soap,  using 
2ozs.  of  soap  to  2§  gals,  of  tobacco  tea.  This  tea  is  made  by  pouring  boiling  water  on  chopped 
tobacco  stems  and  steeping  for  an  hour  before  using.  This  tea  is  a  good  remedy  by  itself,  and 
the  tobacco  stems,  when  applied,make  an  excellent  fertilizer  as  well  as  an  insect  preventive. 
If  ants  give  trouble  spray  bush  with  this  solution  and  pour  some  into  the  ant  hill.  |

DAHLIA  CULTURE 

Dahlias  issue  their  sprouts  around  the  stem  to  which  the  tubers  are  attached,  and  the 
clumps  should  be  separated,  leaving  one  eye  to  a  tuber. 

In  planting  lay  the  tubers  flat,  3ft.  apart  and  cover  about  Gin.  deep  in  sandy  soil,  4in. 
deep  in  heavy  soil.  The  bed  should  be  previously  spaded  to  the  depth  of  1ft.,  working  some 
good  stable  litter  into  the  soil,  and  if  clay,  add  a  liberal  amount  of  sand,  thoroughly  incor¬ 
porating  the  compost  and  sand.  When  a  few  inches  above  the  soil,  nip  off  the  top  to  induce 
low  branching  and  to  avoid  staking.  When  buds  appear  apply  a  pint  of  potato  fertilizer,  hav¬ 
ing  the  formula  4-8-10,  to  each  plant,  and  two  weeks  later  repeat  the  fertilization,  stirring 
the  soil  after  each  application,  to  incorporate  the  fertilizer  and  destroy  grass  and  weeds.  Now 
apply  a  rather  liberal  mulch  of  pine  straw,  lawn-clippings  or  compost  to  keep  the  soil  cool, 
retain  moisture  and  overcome  drought.  Drainage  should  be  good,  otherwise  the  plants  will 
die  during  a  long,  wet  spell.  It  is  not  best  to  attempt  artificial  watering, 
i  To  grow  large  flowers  practice  disbudding.  Buds  usually  come  in  triplets,  all  the  side 
buds  should  be  removed,  leaving  only  the  central  bud.  Also  the  side  branches  should  be  cut 
out,  throwing  the  strength  of  the  plant  into  only  one  or  more  flowers,  which,  in  large  Dah¬ 
lias,  will  develope  to  a  foot  or  more  in  diameter.  A  little  liquid  fertilizer,  made  by  soaking 
stable  litter  in  a  barrel  of  water,  will  promote  development.

WHEN  sowing  seeds  it  is  always  best  to  divide  the  packets  and  sow  at  different  times.  Note  the 
time  and  give  good  care  until  the  plants  have  had  time  to  appear.  Figures  here  indicate  pages,  and 
letters  indicate,  as  per  key,  the  time  needed  for  germination.  Do  not  condemn  seeds  until  you  have 
given  them  at  least  two  or  three  trials.  Those  marked  z  will  often  lie  dormant  for  a  year  or  more.  Seeds  of 
Trees  and  Shrubs  should  be  sown  in  a  retired  bed  which  will  not  be  disturbed  for  two  or  three  years.  Some 
will  start  in  a  reasonable  time  and  can  be  removed.  Germination,  however,  is  variable  and  more  or  less  tardy.
